S HE says: “But oh! you Gentle¬ 
men of England who’ sit at 
home . . . can have little 
idea... of the horror and mis¬ 
ery of operating upon these dying, 
exhausted men. . .Yet in the midst 
of this appalling horror (we are 
steeped up to our necks in blood) 
there is good; and I can truly 
say, like St. Peter, ‘It is good for 
us to be here' . .. As I went my 
night-rounds among the newly 
wounded that first night, • there 
was not one murmer, not one 
groan, the strictest discipline — 
the most absolute silence and quiet 
prevailed—only the steps of the i 
sentry—and I heard one man say, | 
‘I was dreaming of my friends at 
lA|e’...”

Several important emergency

Woman Held 
Blameless 
For Accident 

At an inquest held Tuesday 
morning at Turner and Stevens 
mortuary in East Pasadena, Miss 
Sylvia Petterson of 560 West 
Montecito aevnue, was absolved of 
all blame for the death of Jose 
Orozco, 62, who was killed at 7:30 
Friday evening, February 13, on 
West Foothill blvd., near the 
Eaton Wash bridge. 

The jury found that Mr. Orozco 
died of hemmoraghe, shock and 
multiple bruises. Mi3s Petterson 
testified that she was driving 
west on Foothill blvd. accomp¬ 
anied by Miss Peggy Skeels, and 
failed to see Mr. Orozco until he 
appeared at the door post of her 
car. The impact shattered the 
radio aerial and threw Mr. Orozco 
to the pavement. Miss Petterson 
pulled over to side of the road 
immediately, but a car following 
her struck Mr. Orozco, crushing 
his head and chest.

She further stated that 
Shinto, the Japanese religion 
which binds the individual to the 
state, was not taught here as the 
majority of the local young people 
are Christians, 

Although United States Attor¬ 
ney General Francis Biddle has 
ruled that Japanese may travel 
without restriction in that section 
of the county bounded by the San 
Fernando Valley, Sierra Madre, 
Whittier, Santa Monica and Long 
Beach, only a few non-resident 
Japanese have come into Sierra 
Madre. A small group arrived 
last week at a ranch east of 
Santa Anita avenue at Grand 
View, while others are now in 
residence near Sierra Madre Villa. 
Some San Gabriel Valley commu¬ 
nities are alarmed at the sudden 
influx of Japanese w’ho have been 
forced to leave beach areas where 
defense plants are operating.

PREVENTION OF SABOTAGE 
IN VITAL FOREST AREAS 
BECOMES MAJOR ISSUE 


Official city support of emer¬ 
gency appropriations for the U.S. 
Forest was given Tuesday evening 
when the city council approved a 
motion to send letters to Carl 
Hinshaw, and to Senators John¬ 
son and Downey, asking that they 
support appropriation requests of 
the Forest Service. 

Also boosting the demands for 
additional forest protection is a 
petition which will be at the Dun¬ 
nings library until Saturday ad¬ 
dressed to Senator Alben W. 
Barkley, Senator Charley L. Me- 
Nary and to Congressmen John 
W. McCormack and Joseph W. 
Martin, asking for "spot camps 
In the forests of two or more men 
with equipment to extinguish 
fires at their start.” 

"Total crippling of the living 
arsenal and a flooded earth con¬ 
dition in many states will come if 
our government fails to cooperate 
with the FBI and to provide 
funds for the Forest Service to ] 
maintain patrols and camps,” j 
states the petition which was pre¬ 
pared by a group of forest mind-, 
ed Sierra Madreans and is avail¬ 
able for signature. 

Drafting of experienced Forest 
Service personnel, which has 


drawn withering criticism from 
many informed sources, absorp¬ 
tion of a large percentage of 
trained CCC enrollees by private 
Industry, and the general "up” 
in employment have all been ser¬ 
iously felt by the service. Steps 
are now being taken to alleviate 
this experienced labor shortage, 
but completion of plans will de¬ 
pend largely on favorable action 
by Congress. 

In Los Angeles County the For¬ 
est Service has already contribu¬ 
ted much to the defense program. 
Extensive maps of the southern 
half of the state, showing acur- 
ately every vital spot in the en¬ 
tire area, have been prepared by 
Ekl Grant, dispatcher In charge 
of the Arcadia warehouse, and 
made availble to the Army. Mr. 
Grant has also compiled emer¬ 
gency information of this section 
of the state, including every piece 
of available equipment and its 
present location. Tanker crews 
are being trained locally by Pat 
Harlan, Santa Anita District 
Ranger, and all E'orest Service 
equipment placed in first class 
condition at the Arcadia shops.

and rose above them to complete victory. 

Everyone knows of Benedict Arnold. But at the battle of Mon¬ 
mouth, Washington's shrewd strategic plan and vigorous aa-ar.lt 
were brought to naught by the treachery of Charles Lee. When Lee 
ruined the attack by a sudden order to retreat, Washington rushed 
to restore the line—but the golden opportunity had been lost. A 
court martial only relieved Lee of command for one year! Washing¬ 
ton fought on. 

Everyone knows of Washington’s ordeal at Valley Forge. But 
while that great and noble man was cheering his half-starved sold¬ 
iers through the winter, a faction of Congress was seeking to dis¬ 
place him by a political coup and supplant him with General Gates. 
And Washington fought on. 

Deserters, mutineers and plunderers undermined his armies. 
Again and again, through five long years, America’s cause was near 
disaster. But Washington fought on. Treachery, defeat, desertion 
nothing could daunt him nor make him quit. 

To George Washington’s strength of character we owe the 
America we cherish. If Washington's courage and faith in the dark 
hours of his war to create American liberty are emulated by Ameri¬ 
ca s leaders and people in the dark hours of today’s war to preserve 
that liberty, the issue can never be in doubt.

The public, she added, 
expects unions to abandon exces¬ 
sive methods of picketing and 
demonstration, raiding of other 
unions’ memberships, stoppages of 
work in jurisdictional disputes, 
boycotting of goods prodfleed by 
the labor of other unions, and the 
secondary boycott.

Secretary of Labor Frances 
[ Perkins, always pro-labor in her 
sympathies, warned, in her annual 
report, recently made public, that 
labor’s use of the secondary boy- 
cot is "deemed by the public to 
be excessive and not in the pub¬ 
lic interest.” 

California labor leaders, still 
busy, according to report, seeking 
funds for a campaign to nullify 
the bill enacted by the Legisla¬ 
ture, at its last regular session, 
outlawing the secondary boycott, 
would do well to read Madame 
Perkins’ report. Said Secretary 
Perkins: 

"Excessive methods of picketing 
and demonstration, stoppage of 
work due to jurisdictional dis¬ 
putes, boycotting of goods pro¬ 
duced by the labor of outer 
unions, and the secondary boycott 
are all practices deemed by the 
public to be excessive and not in 
the public interest." 

The Labor Secretary then 
warned that the public demands 
an end to excessive practices and 
a restudy of th® closed member¬ 
ships and high dues of unions, as 
well as the "closed shop,” with a 
view to the public welfare and 
the rights and liberties of all.

Attorney General Biddle in con¬ 
sultation with the Army and Navy 
has proclaimed that enemy aliens 
must leave certain areas and that 
they may live in other areas only 
under certain conditions. He has 
delegated to the Federal Security 
Agency the responsibility for re¬ 
location and reestablishment of 
such enemy aliens in new homes 
outside of prohibited areas, but 
cautions Americans against un¬ 
reasoning hostility unless our own 
Nationals in enemy countries be 
made to suffer. He said: 

"Whether the problems incident 
to such relocation are great or 
small depends largely upon public 
opinion in communities where 
these people are sent. We need 
public support and understanding 
cooperation. Many of these peo¬ 
ple have been in the country a 
number of years and have been 
faithful workers and good neigh¬ 
bors. If any surveillance of them 
.S*S**led, it should be left to the 
Department of Justice and the 
military. Unrea-oning hostility by 
a community will inevitable breed 
resentment and may easily result 
in creation of more fifth column¬ 
ists. 

"Remember too, that the home 
countries will have some way of 
knowing how these people are 
treated, whether good or ill. That 
treatment in turn will be reflec¬ 
ted in the handling of t^ose 
Americans unfortunate enough to 
have been caught in Germany, 
Italy or Japan.” 


Here are Mr. Crum’s specific 
suggestions for the new world 
order: 

A community of nations, a com¬ 
mon currency and a common 
trading system. Pooling, for com¬ 
mon benefit, world resources of 
essential metals, minerals and 
raw materials. A great campaign 
for the fast development of the 
economic resources of the world, 
and world trade for the benefit 
of all peoples. Balancing of our 
national production-consumption 
budget on a high level, with full 
employment. Decentralization of 
our po=t-war activities. The ut¬ 
most use of our system of modi¬ 
fied free enterprise, with its vol¬ 
untary employment, its special 
rewards for effort, imagination 
and improvement, its elasticity 
and competition. 

The future of human society 
depends, as at no time in the re» 
cord3 of man, Crum observes, on 
our capacity to under tand why 
we have become involved, on our 
far-sightedness In visioning the 
future, on our willingness to keep 
the forces of cooperation and goo 1 
will in control both at home and 
abroad.

Such is the gist of an official 
survey just completed in London, 
showing that despite bombs and 
blitzkrieg, food rationing and 
regulations, advertising is doing- 
an indispensable job even In time 
of war, or rather we should say, 
particularly In time of war. For 
war brings advancing living costs. 
It limits supplies of certain goods. 
It demands increasingly higher 
tax levies. All of this means the 
savings achieved by advertising 
oday more important than ever 
V> the shopping public. As a dy¬ 
namic force in raising living 
standards, keeping free private 
enterprise in healthy working 
/order, and helping maintain a 
free press untrammeled by gov¬ 
ernment control, advertising 
stands allied to the present bat¬ 
tle of freedom. 

This point was doubtless recog¬ 
nized when Price Administrator 
Henderson termed advertising a 
vital civilian activity that must 
continue. By creating demand, it 
has made quantity production and 
mass distribution possible, and 
enormously reduced costs.
